A Great Herd Chased Wundreds of Miles 
and Thotsands of Antmals Killed. 
Montana Cor, N. ¥. San.) 

People living near Glendive, Montana, 
Were surprised the other day by hearing @ 
loud tramping, and through the elouds of 

1 dust kicked up they discovered a herd of 
buffalo making at a mad pace for the river, 
The anitnals appeared to be well nigh run 
down, but many of therm weee furious. Ag 
they came tothe bank of the Yellowstone 
they plunged in pell-mell one on top of the 
other, and for a time it looked as though 
many of them would be killed, but nearly 
all got out uninjured, They had hardly 
reache! the other sido whea a yelling, 
| swearing crowd of white men and Indians 
came ay on foani-eoveredjhorses. They 
paused here long enough to get refresh. 
tnent, and then resume] the chmse, 

There @ere four or five hundred buffaloes 
in the herl, and they were making for 
British Ainerica as fast as thelr: legs would 
carry them. Prom the huuters it was learned 
that the hunt bevan down in Dakota, onthe 
ell River, where not less than 
| 30 of the animals were found grazing, 
Afewof the men bad followed them the 
entire distauce, but although = the 
| warty shat passed here numbered only 
thirty, Ks members estimated that from

first to last three or four hundred men 
| bad teken part in the slaughter, Some 
of the men who started out with the 


original party had remained behind at 
| Various points to secure the hides, and 
others, who only joined in for the sport, 
had dropped out after satifying them- 
selves with the chase. The rapidity with 
which these majnificent animals are 
sinuchtered is shown by the fact that the 
hunters passing throagh here said they 
would have the hides of the remnant of 
the herd before reaching the boundary 
line, 

Probably this is one of the jast big buffa- 
lo hunts that will ever occur in thia 
country. The Indian, now that he is as- 
sured of enough to eat at the agen- 
cies, is as reckless in his slaughter of the 
bison as the whiie man, He seems to 
consider the game as nearly extinct, and 
he goes in recklessly with the idea of 
having all the sport he can before the 
end is reached. The wanton destruction 
of this herd has caused great indigna- 
tion throughout the entire section § tra- 
versed, but as it seems to be the policy 
to exterminate the bison nothing will be 
done about it.
